ure prssiimedly buried on the 
island.

the event of n failuro tliu vossol WBK to prc- 
ooel to h'an Francisco \vithiii six mouth*-. 
It tuiUKpires that the Kew York capitalists 
who havo c-ngagO'A to foot the bills of the 
expedition take bUnk iu tho story of David 
Mitheriauduf Viillojo, which is a^i fuUow»: 


"In the year IB:)-", when I \vrta ubout 18 


Deal's of nyc, I shipped as ouo of a ci-uw of 
12 on b^anl tlio barkeiitino Slnry Deer, 
ound front Bristol, England, to Valparaiso. 


On tliu way out the captain died, k-nviugbtit 


11 .sun!.-; on board the vessel. After having 
diti-flunked our cargo at Valparaiao we pro- 
ceeded up tho coast to Tern, and anchored off 
t IVruvinu fort, a few mileu above Callao. 


At this tiir.e a war exiled lietwccn the 


I'fsruviuii and Cliiliau governments. 
Jn the 


[ort was gathered ft larji0 ninount of gold, 
silver, jewels and other valuable property 
for safe keeping. An attack on the fort was 
considered certain nod to keep it from the 
enemy the treasure wan carried on board of 
he Mary Deer. 
After the treasure was 


)lflosd on board our vessel we were tempted 
ty the glittering millions and formed tho 
design of running away with the precious 
!reight. The cablo was cut, tho sails were 
ipread, and our little craft stood out to sea. 
\s soon as the Peruvians were made certain 
hat wo had taken flight the}' immediately 
?avo chase with two or three vessels. 
But 


mr vessel was a very swift sailer, and soon 
eft the pursuers far behind. 
"We were now 


n undisputed possesaion of the treasure, 
rith no imaediate fear of capture. 
In the 


.old of our little craft was wealth sufficient 
o supply us all with princely opulence; but 
low was it to. bo disposed of? After many 
ilans had been proposed and rejected, it was 
lecided to bury it upon Cocos Island. 
Ten 


joat loads were, one after another, con- 
veyed to the beach and buried there. I do 
not know tho amount of money, but it was 
;aid 
to bo many millions; some of it in box- 


is, and some in hides. 


I-eaching bick from the shore where we 


undo our lauding is a Fpiece of level ground, 
\bout two acres. This piece of laud lies at 
-he fout of a mountain, down the sides of 
which runs a stream of water. 
"We fcllowed 


his stream, nnd near its head nt the foot of 
rhe mountain,wo buried tho tnasure. 
After 


eaviug the island we encountered a heavy 
storm, had our sails carried away, wero 
driven by the wind to tho coast of Peru, 
where we were captured, taken to Callao, 
;ried nnd sentenced to be shot. 
That seii- 


iouco was curried into effect against eight 
of us, but I aud two others were placed on 
board of a government vessel and promised 
that if we would show where tho treasure 
•was concealed we should be pardoned. 


In hopes that some chance of our escape 
ould offer we told thorn that tho money 


was buried on the Gallipagos islands, and 
Lho ship was immediately started to get it. 
On our way, we for some cause that I uerer 
inew, put into the hay of 
Panama, and 


while there the captain and nearly all of tho 
crow wore taken sick. 
Olio of my compan- 


ions died, as well as several of tho crow and 
some of tho officers of the vessel. 
Ono 


dark night there was a breer.o sprung up; 
and a whaling vessel that had been lying 
alongside of us weighed her anchor and put 
:o sea. 


Just as she was going out, I and niy com- 


panion slid down tho side of the vessel and 
swam to the whaler. Tho captain was glad 
to got us for he had lost some of his men , 
while at Panama. Wo were ou board of this 
whaler several years, but when she carnu to 
San Francisco we left her and went to the 
mines. My companion has dono well and 
is now living in Napa, his name is Charles 
Stuart. I have lived at Vallejo for many 
years and am well known there."

BISHOP CLARK'S AOEllKSS. 


Veslerday Bishop Clark delivered hia ad- 


dress before the Episcopal convention in 
Providence. The portions of tho address 
which will most interest the public are 
those which relate to the Cummins move- 
ment aud ritualism.

FOLIAGE PLANTS. —A great mistake is 


made by many, iu the arrangement of the 
garden, iu, not given sufficient attention to 
foliage plants. 
A bod of flowers may, bo 


ever so rich, and the display of colors may 
be dazzling, but if there is no framework of 
liviug green tho effect on the eye is rather 
painful than otherwise. The fault of many 
gardens is too much 
glare. Masses of 


brilliant flowers—red, yellow, white and 
scarlet—are grouped together, -until tho 
garden is all aflame with radiant colors, and 
ita gorgeousneas is oppressive. How refresh- 
ing it is to the eye to havo here and there a 
clump of rich, drak green foliage to rest on! 
While th« gaudy hues of the flowers have a 
tendency to nggravate the heat of a Summer 
day, the liviug green of tho foliage is sug- 
gestive of cool, refreshing shade. In every 
flower garden there should bo borders of 
emerald turf as a framework to the bod*?, 
and to occupy space not allotted to the 
flowers. Foliage plants cnu bo used with 
fine effect interspersed with tho flowers, 
and in every garden grcou should bo the 
prominent color, or ground, 
while the 


flowers form the, embroidery. In tho ar- 
rangement of flowers in vases and baskets 
the same ordev should prevail. A bouquet 
without a background of cedar, arborvitaj or 
some other evergreen is never complete, 
and as all the more perfect if ferns uun 
grasses aro interspersed. 


PaysixG TOMATOES.—That tomatoes are 


beautified by pruning wo havo not 
tho 


slightest doubt, and we yearly practice it iu 
our own. garden. Some recommend and 
others practise cutting off nil tho tops of the 
plant, to which vfo most strongly object, as 
we are 
satisfied that 
sucli « eour:Q il 


very injurious to tlio plants,as well ns to tho 
perfect ripening of tho fruit. As tho tomato 
begins to grow select any three or four of 
tho strongest shoots, pinch (til tho others 
out (should there bo any) by tho finger and 
thumb, close to tho main stem. AVhen those 
four branches begin to show fruit, n small 
lateral branch will show itsolf immediately 
at tho nest joiut. These should all be 
pinched out as fast ns they appear, letting 
no shoots grow at any lime, but the four 
main branches referred io; by so doing, 
whether tho plants aro tied to stakes or laid 
on tho ground, we have always found that 
we secured a larger, finer and at the same 
time a heavier crop thau wo ceuld by any 
other process obtain.—[Exchange. 


GUANO A3 A FERTILIZER FOIl FLOWEBS. —To 


make guano water n good plan is to have a 
barrel in somo secluded place, throw iu 
a 


pint of .guano aud fill up with water. 
After 


standiug a day, use tho water os wanted,ftnd 
as it gets low fill up with water, occasionally 
throwing iu a handful of guano. 
Guano 


dissolves slowly, aud by this plan nono will 
be wasted. Those who keep fowls or pig- 
cons can make a good liquor manure by 
putting ft shovelful of tho bird manure in 
tho barrel instead of the guano. If you 
use guano water fresh never put more than 
a small teaspoonful of guano in a gallon of 
water.
